Governor 
Chafee has said he is satisfied 
with closed meetings as long as 
the board does a good job. 

Another concern Mr. Kelsey 
has is with the Journal-Bulletin 
monoply in the state. He says 
people would be given a one-sid- 
ed view of proceedings The 
Journal has been the only paper 
covering the board mectings 
regularly. Open meetings, Mr,

Gift To Children 


Youngsters who will use 
URI's Youth Center at the W. 
Alton Jones Campus in West 
Greenwich have received a 
$25,000 “Christmas gift," it was 
announced December 24. 

Charles A. Hall, URI's vice 
president for public relations 
and development, reported that 
the W. Alton Jones Foundation 
of New York City has made a 
grant which must be matched 
by an equal $25,000 from other 
private sources. Nearly $10,000 
has already been raised to 
match the Foundation grant, he 


The second major contribution 
to the Center from the Jones 
Foundation, the gift will be used 
for constructing and equipping 
a 5,500 square foot lodge which 
is now about 85 per cent com- 
plete. This U-shaped building 
will provide classroom, dining, 
and recreational facilities, 

Any surplus funds will be ap- 
plied toward the erection of ad- 
jacent cottages or the improve- 
ment of related facilities used 
for the Center. 

Frederick L. Jackson, URI's 
development officer, said con- 
struction of two cottages has 
been assured by previous gifts, 
These are prefabricated struc- 
tures, measuring 20 by 28 feet. 
Heated and insulated for winter 
use, they will house 12 campers 
and leaders. 

Three more prefabricated cot- 
tages are needed for campers 
and staff people and funds are 
also required for remodelling a 
former fire station to a wood- 
working and metal shop and to 
renovate several small farm 
buildings. p 

George H. Wheatley, director 
of operations of the Jones Cam- 
pus, expects that the cottages 
and the lodge will be completed 
in April, 

a *iddition, a 1.5-mile stretch 
of road has been _bulldozed 
through the woods directly to 
the camp. Last summer an ab- 
breviated program was run dur- 
ing a six-week period for 149 
youngsters with $3,673 in camp- 
erships provided by the Provi- 
dence Rotary Club Foundation.
